Johnson recommended 
no further major revamping 
of the aid set-up. But he pro- 
posed a permanent no-money- 
limit, no-timc-limit authoriza- 
tion for arms aid overseas.

need only a money bill for 
the program each jear with- 
out the separate annual au- 
thorizing legislation required!

.Side of the Atlantic. Let's take an example 
•—atomic armament and defense. It is a 
fact that our policy in the field of atomic 


..armament Is one thing and that you would 


very much like us to follow another one. 


• You want us to follow another policy be- 


cause you think it would be in conform- 
ity with U.S. Interests. We follow our 


; policy because we think it is in conform- 
'ity with the interests of France. And we 
-.don't believe at all, may I add. that our 
.-policy Is contrary to the interests of the 
••free world or even to the interests of 


the 
U.S." 


Time after time, the interview with 


the foreign minister Is boiled down by 
him to precisely the same thing. It seems 
to boll down to an agreement that we arc 


- In some disagreement but that there is 


nothing wrong with this. The attitude pre- 
vails In regard to defense, recognition 
of Red China, growing French interest in 
Latin America and other subjects. 


What the interview shows is French 


disregard of the need for a strong Western 
alliance based on a community of interest 
.This, If It Is true, would represent a sub- 
stantial departure from the past and a 
new 
development 
on the international 


scene. 


It is to greatly oversimplify things to 


state that it is natural to find two great 
nations occasionally not in complete agree- 
ment. It is one thing to have differences 
of opinion but it is quite another to be cm- 
barked upon policies and programs of a 
very fundamental nature that are dia- 
metrically opposed to each other. The rec- 
ognition of Red 
China is 
substantially 


more than a simple little disagreement. 
De Murville tends to treat the subject as 
though it were a game among children or 
a matter that, in the end, made little dif-

fcrcncc otic way or another. Nor is lie 
correct In his conviction that the reason 
we show some alarm over recent French 
positions is because we have the idea 
that everything should be the way we want 
It to be or that we think we are Hie only 
ones who arc right. 


Again, this is a ruthcr childish way 


of looking at things. The real essence of 
things Is that France hus apparently de- 
cided that the world situation is such 
that new and different international rela- 
tions are called for. It is embarking upon 
a plan of every nation for itself which is 
quite a change from the world order as 
It has evolved after World War II up to 
the present time. This is much more of a 
difference than might appear to be the 
case from a one-by-one analysis of the 
specific points of disagreement. 


* 
The situation is one that becomes very 


complex when you consider the fact that 
the West is composed of many free nations, 
not merely France and the United States. 
Thus, do we have a coordinated approach to 
world affairs with all our allies except 
France or do we accept the French position 
and begin ourselves to go our own way? 


The question is an important one In 


matters of defense and trade. Already, we 
have r.cen the results of French, British and 
Canadian independence in the matter of 
trade. We have seen this nation making eco- 
nomic sacrifice In world trade in an effort 
to withhold the support of our economic 
system from the political system of com- 
munism. 


The United States, however, cannot 


fight the world alone. We cannot pour huge 


sums into defense of 
the free world while 
other nations of the alli- 
ance are spending their 
money on and in their 


own domestic economy. The French feeling 
seems to be that communism no longer rep- 
resents the monolithic giant that it once 
did, that because of this and other changes 
in the world, there is no particular reason 
that the Western world should present a 
united front. While there are some grave 
dangers in this approach, it is a fact of 
French policy that we apparently are stuck 
with. 


U will mean a re-evaluation of the U.S. 


position in the world and changes, perhaps, 
with other members of our alliance. It is 
hoped that France never comes to discover 
that her exaggerated sovereignty has a 
solid foundation only so long as it is not 
threatened by an alien force.

On Unity 


The value of the United Nations has 


been frequently demonstrated but perhaps 
no more vividly than in the current Cyprus 
crisis. 


Only a week ago major war was con- 


sidered only a few hours away. Turkey 
was ready to invade. Greek forces were 
willing to accept the test. Back of these 
two nations stood their major backers, 
rivals enough, themselves, to have esca- 
lated an island fight into a world holo- 
caust. 


In that tense and foreboding circum- 


stance the UN Security Council took ac- 
tion. It issued a resolution against major 
nations participating in Cyprus hostilities. 
Then it revealed that Irish, Scandinavian 
and Canadian peace-keeping forces were 
on their way to Cyprus. 


That was sufficient for the time to 


avert serious hostilities. It will take more 
than that before there is peace. But suf- 
fice to say that a world that was on the 


The UN Again 


brink of war is currently safe again. And 
there is every reason to hope that the 
UN will be able to labor out a Cyprus 
settlement in the months to come. 


The United Nations will always have 


its critics. It is a particular target for 
isolationists. It is at times an affront to 
the feeling of sovereignty of the major na- 
tions, especially the truculent sort. It is 
frequently in debt and often a house in 
which uphappy nations vent their feel- 
ings in almost unending and ineffectual 
oratory. But it still remains as one of the 
most useful creations coming out of the 
post World War II atmosphere. It is an 
essential third force which has frequently 
moved in between strong minded nations, 
patching up difficulties and averting war. 


Most noteworthy is the fact that it 


has international acceptance and has be- 
come an institution the world docs not 
propose to give up. It will become more 
deeply entrenched as the years go on.

the way for a federal drive 
against 
meat 
profiteering, 


the Senate will start hearings 
next week to find out why 
cattlemen are getting depres- 
sion prices yet housewives 
arc paying substantially the 
same for beef. 


The inquiry \\ill be con- 


ducted by Sen. Gale McGcc. 
D-Wyo.. who has gathered 
evidence that the cattlemen's 
losses have been going into 
the cash registers of the big 
supermarkets. Not until (hey 
fell the hnt breath nf Uncle 
Sam on their necks did the 
supermarket chains knock 
down meat prices a few pen- 
nies for the housewives. 


The Senate hearings will 


lay the groundwork for a 
major investigation by Uie 
Federal Trade Commission 
into moat prices and profits. 
The commission will go after 
the meat profiteers with sub- 
poenas, undercover agents, 
and the works. 


As a preliminary, here arc 


a few of the bombshells Sen- 
ator McGee plans to explode 
during the senate hearings: 


The senator will show that 


certain chain stores drop out 
of the market \\hcn cattle 
prices arc high, slaughtering 
cattle from their (mil feed 
lots. This forces prices down, 
then the chain stores move 
back into the market to take 
advantage of the price skid 
they caused. 


—When cattle were selling 


at peak prices in December, 
1962, for instance, the Nation- 
al Tea Company bought less 
than 50 head a week from the 
Denver stockyards. But once 
prices broke in late January. 
National Tea bought 718 head 
the first week, then 1,246 
head. 942 head, 1,211 head, 
and 1,020 head. This boosted 
the company's profit margin 
in the Denver area by $163,- 
000. Yet not a cent of this 
saving was passed on to the 
housewives. 


Safeway S t o r e s gave a 


cut-out demonstration of 10 


• cattle carcasses in San Fran- 


cisco last October, showing 
that the company was netting 
between $100 to $145 on ev- 
ery head of cattle. Livestock 
men were losing between $20 
and $50 a head on the same 
cattle. Yet the housewives 
never got any more than a 
token reduction in retail pri- 
ces. 


—Insiders have sworn In 


Senator .McGcc that the big 
chain stores buy meal in 
such volumes they arc able 
lo dictate in advance of each 
sale what price they will 
pay. thus eliminating com- 
petitive bidding. By t a c i t 
agreement, McGcc was told, 
one supermarket chain will 
set the price in cuch area. 


Livestock producers have 


furnished figures to the sen- 
ator, 
charging they 
lost 


$2,500,000.000 last year—one 
billion of it in cold cash- 
while the supermarket chains 
rang up the biggest profits in 
history. McGcc intends to 
find out why the housewives 
didn't share in the great 
meat bargain.

Two Movies Draw Criticism, Praise 


The U.S. Department of Agriculture 


estimates that Nebraska 
will plant the 


smallest corn acreage since 1887—1,916.000 
acres. 


This is 10 per cent fewer acres than 


in 1963 when Nebraska put 5,462,000 acres 
into corn. 


The reduction is interpreted as evi- 


dence of the continuing acceptability of 
the federal feed grain program, based in 
part on farmer desire to cooperate in the 
reduction of surpluses, a hedge against 
drought, and a businesslike problem of 
selecting the best of agricultural alterna- 
tives. 


It is hard to argue against a program 


which has performed so many good serv- 
ices, beyond the proper wistfillness for an 
agricultural condition which would offer 
security without government action. 


The most that can be said for the 


feed grain program is that it reduces sur- 
pluses and that is a condition of first im- 
portance. It is a factor that will contribute 
to the lessening of the current livestock 


problem. Unneedcd feeding grain naturally 
seeks a better price through feeding and 
in that way leads to a glut of the market 
by meat, A satisfactory price for as much 
feed grain as normal need demands pre- 
vents the infection of surplus in livestock. 


This is a concept not yet clearly seen 


in the wheat industry. A year ago pro- 
ducers rejected a production control pro- 
gram similar to that which is working for 
the feed grain farmer. There is a dim- 
ming of the principle that supply and de- 
mand must 
harmonize. 
A multitude of 


problems arise from supplies constantly 
in excess of demand. 


Another factor seems to weigh on the 


Midwest production planning. It is a lin- 
gering concern for drought—the feeling 
that the region has about run its course of 
good years and is ready for the historic 
weather reversal. 


The best answer to that, of course, is 


water conservation as a guarantee of ever- 
normal production. That is a job that 
Nebraska is just into.

Crime Delaying Action 


A Washington, D.C., suburb, Falls 


Church, Va., will hold a public hearing this 
coming Monday on an anti-hand-gun ordin- 
ance. Actually, the ordinance is not quite 
what it is labeled to be. It would not forbid 
the selling of guns as such but would delay 
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any sales of hand guns to all people for 72 
hours. During this time, the retailer would 
have notified police who would make an in- 
vestigation into the character of the poten- 
tial purchaser. 


Contrary to what you might think, the 


ordinance is not an outgrowth of the assas- 
sination of the late President Kennedy. 
Rather, the town is seeking to prevent dis- 
turbed citizens from coming into possession 
of weapons with which they may harm or 
kill others. The community has had one case 
where a disturbed mother purchased a gun 
and killed her four children and then her- 
self. The same thing happened two weeks 
earlier in a neighboring community. 


It is possible that the Falls Church ap- 


proach has some merit. To completely elim- 
inate the public sale of guns and other ex- 
treme proposals that have been presented 
from time to time arc unwanted and un- 
workable. It is unreasonable to attempt to 
regulate or eliminate major crime through 
control of guns and other weapons. 


But in dealing with potential crimes of 


passion or emotion, the situation is some- 
what different. These arc special cases with 
which something might well be done. The 
period of delay in the purchase could well 
lead to prevention of serious crime that 
would be committed in a fit of violence or 
passion. The handling of the situation by 
Falls Church will be of widespread public 
interest

If North 
follows low, finesse the jack, 
thus assuring the contract 
even if the finesse loses. If 
North produces the nine, ten 
or queen on the second club 
lead, twelve tricks arc again 
certain. 


2. Win the spade with the 


ace and draw the outstanding 
trumps. Then play a dia- 
mond (preferably the king, 
since cither opponent m a y 
have the singleton queen). 
Assume that North wins with 
the ace and returns a low 
club (if South wins with the 
ace. the play is that much 
simpler). Finesse the queen 
of clubs. 


If the finesse wins, eleven 


tricks become certain by 


leading another diamond and 
forcing out the queen. But 
let's assume the finesse loses 
to the king. In that c a s e 
South cannot afford a club 
return, which would simpli- 
fy matters so let's say he 
returns a spade. 


Ruff it and force out the 


queen of diamonds. W i t h 
both the A-Q of diamonds 
now gone you can discard a 
club from dummy on your 
fourth diamond and t h u s 
guarantee the loss of no 
more than three tricks. 


It would be wrong to at- 


tempt to make the contract 
by relying on diamond and 
club finesses. This method of 
play would fail against pro- 
per defense if it turned out 
that North had the A-Q of 
diamonds and South the K-J 
of clubs. The only way of in- 
suring the contract is by at- 
tacking diamonds from your 
own hand, being willing to 
relinquish the possibility of 
finessing against the queen 
of that suit.

Perhaps the inquirer should 


ask General Motors, which in 
its new Futurama Exhibit at 
the forthcoming New York's 
World Fair, is projecting its 
forecast a quarter of a cen- 
tury ahead. 


Since the reader wants to 


work at lensri a ijn«a(jjj longer, 
I suggest that he think twice 
before giving up his produc- 
tive capital in the form of a 
farm, especially if he has a 
record of profitable operation. 
If the farm is sold, before an 
adviser can Ret into the ques- 
tion of investing the proceeds, 
the more immediate problem 
is what new line of gainful 
employment has he in mind. 


In the event he wants to 


liquidate the farm, willy nilly, 
he should proceed cautiously 
in investing the funds in view 
of his apparent lack of finan- 
cial experience. As an alter- 
native ti> what the salesman 
is pushing, the reader might 
consider "no load" funds op- 
erated by experienced invest- 
ment counsel firms. 


As to whether the income 


fund will yield as much as 
the salesman projects, I have 
no crystal ball. An investment 
company management, must 
be judged by past perform- 
ance, which can be gleaned 
from standard manuals, such 
as "Investment Companies." 
Whether the past record will 
be duplicated, exceeded or 
worsened in the next two dec- 
ades depends on whether the 
level of management ability 
can be perpetuated and on 
general market conditions. 


The record shows that for 


a decade of rising s t o c k 
prices this company succeeded 
in increasing net assets behind 
each share in all years except 
1962 and 1957 when shrinkages 
took place. Changes varied 
from year to year.

While the latter entails nega 
live or positive fraud, tax 
avoidance Is a form of legltl 
mate adjustment to existing 
statutes in order to minimize 
tax liability.

This reader, however, does 


not indicate whether the in- 
come received is sufficient to 
fulfill needs and desires for a 
standard of living.

You state that 
you have $27,000 of term in- 
surance, which is not much in 
light of your potentially heavy 
family responsibilities. D u t 
with many demands on your 
income, you must cut your 
garment according to your 
cloth. 


For the present, high premi- 


um insurance, such as endow, 
mcnt, is not indicated. If you 
are to supplement your exist, 
ing term policies with addU 
Uonal coverage, as recom- 
mended, you should consider 
family i n c o m e contracts, 
which combine ordinary life 
with diminishing term policies 
or additional renewal and con- 
vertible term policies. But 
don't allocate all of your pro- 
jected savings into fixed dol- 
lar insurance contracts. In 
this dynamic national econo- 
my, you should be partly in- 
vested for growth. Until you 
arc experienced in selecting 
investments, you should begin 
with financial packages of 
convenience, such as mutual 
funds, or common trust funds 
operated by trust companies 
and banks.

Thursday sent a letter to Po- 
lice Chief Joseph T. Carroll 
offering a reward of $500 to 
anyone furnishing information 
leading to the arrest and con- 
viction of the man who tried 
to rape three 21-year-old girls 
in their apartment March 7. 


The letter said the man 


would give $500 "to any per- 
son or to be divided equally 
between two or more persons 
who furnish information lead- 
ing to the arrest and convic- 
tion of the man involved in 
the attempted rape ..." 


The letter stipulated that 


"the word conviction as used 
'above means imprisonment 


for a term of at least o n c | 
year . . ." 


The reward was offered af- 


ter an incident in which a 
man, described as being a 
white male, about 21. 5-6 to 
5-7. 140 to 150 pounds, with 
short dark hair, went to the 
girls' apartment in southeast 
Lincoln at about 3 a.m. and 
identified himself as "a mem- 
ber of the FBI." 


He was refused entrance to 


the apartment, but pulled a 
gtm and forced his way in. 


Captain of Detectives Rob- 


ert Hcnningcr said police have 
checked a "great number of 
leads"—over 50—and men on 
each shift have been assigned 
to the case.
